News to announce the following propositions 
which he will back up with any desired bond: 


First—Let Benton Harbor invest $7,.?00 in an 
electric plant of 50 arc lights and .Mr. Pearl will 
keep the plant in repair and operate it for $30 
per light per year for one, five, ten or twenty 
years. The fifty lights will cost the city $2,500 
per year, plus the interest on $7,500 at 4 per 
cent which is $300 or $2,800 per year, or $5H 
per lamp. The city is now paying $2,112 per 
year for 24- lijihts. For 50 lights on a three year 
contract Mr. Bean asks $4.000 per year or $1,200 
per year more than the Pearl offer.

Veteran of the Civil War 
Writes Hot Stuff... 


We wwe •■n.!i>ti>na’s 
gob up and inarched 


The Chioago Inter Ocean published 
a few days ago a letter from Doa K. 
Fraser of Savana, 111., about the war. 
It struck many of the local veterans of 
the civil wav so forcibly that T h e 
N e w s has been requested to publish it. 


Mr. Fraser writes: 
W hen 1 enlisted 
in 1862 1 was a ‘’kid” 17 years old, 
rig h t otî the farm. 
I had neyer been 
awav from home unlil I left in August 
of th at year and went to camp of in­ 
struction at Rockford. 
By the middk 
of aepiem oer we were in ei S'.ern Ken­ 
tucky on the btittle line. 
I marched 
from Newport to Mount Sterling ant 
then to Danville. 
Over the 
dussty. 
smothering 'pike, 
in tbe shade, with 
blistered feet, so blistered thut when 
in the morning wo pulled on our heavy 
woolen government socki^ it felt as il 
we were pulling the very hide otY our 
feet and the burning pain made a fel­ 
low almost cry. 
babies,” but we 
ail day. 


More than once I ssvept the green 
scum from a stagnant })ool in the Lick­ 
ing river, «cared the “ wrigglers“’ to 
thé bottom, and drank the water I 
found underneath, and there was no 
newspaper friend thereabouts to com­ 
plain because 1 couldn’t get lemonade 
or currant wine. 
1 didn’t complain. I 
don’t believe ihe boys of today com­ 
plained either—tiiat 
is, the soldier 
b:>ys. 
VVe had feliows 
who 
would 
growl if the sun was hot, cuss if it 
rained, awear because their feet were 
sore, make things blue if they were 
hungry in camp, Init in a tight they 
were on theskiroiish line and swearing 
because they couldn't shoot their old 
muzzle-loaders 
fast enough 
to kill 
everybody in front of them. 


Sometimes the ‘“cracker line” went 
broke. 
If (Jen. .Joe Wheeler or Na­ 
poleon Boua])arte Forrest, with their 
wild riders, camc in on the railroad 
from Nashville down or gobbled up a 
mule train of a hundred wagons loaded 
with crackers on its way to 
“ the 
front,” we went short of hardtack and 
side meat. 
But we pulled our belts 
up a couple of holes lighter, dammed 
W heeler and swore at Furrest, and 
there were no yellow journal reporters 
there to say that we were starving and 
on the verge of mutiny because we 
went short of rations for a few days. 


W h at 
about 
the 
Chicknmauga 
famine? There 
were 
about 
three 
weeks in October, IHGH, after the battle 
of Chickamauga, when our cracker 
line was cut olì between Stevenson and 
Lookout mountain, that guards had to 
be placed over the corrals and wagon 
parks to keep the boys from stealing 
the corn fed to the mules. 
Ves sir! 
The mules had to bo ted, regardless ol 
the soldiers. 
W asn't that awfuiy 
But the boys didn't kick. 
We knew 
th at our Uncle Sam was doing the be»i 
he could, and that it was somewliatour 
own fault that we were cooped up in 
Chattanooga without “gru b .” and wo 
stood it like little men. 
There were 
no abandoned liars or space-writer.- 
there to appall the world with crimson 
lined stories, of our temporary starva­ 
tion, and Bragg didn’t get Chattanooga, 
eitherl 
Why, 1 rememhe.r searching 
a trebly picVed over corn-tield on Salt- 
creek, up the river from Chattanooga, 
as carefully as if 1 were looking for a 
forty-karat diamond, to ind two nub­ 
bins, and 1 went over Walden llidge, 
across the Se(juatchi • valley, and clear 
down to Paint liock river, in Alabama, 
to 
Und 
W ilder’s 
brigade, 
on the 
strength of thoae two nubbins and 
swamp water. 
And I didn't see a 
blamed word about it in the Chicago 
Tribune or tbe Uecord either. 


W e were on Chickamauga creek in 
the summer of 
we cliased all over 
th at country from Lookout mountain to 
liinggold; drank the water of Crawfish 
Springs, or of Chickamauga creek: la^ 
on tbe ground and kicked our heels up 
a t the stars, for weeks, and my mother 
didn’t lie awake niffhts up in Illinois 
because she read in the daily papers 
th at the boys were dying like rotten 
sheep in that “ fever-stricken” camp. 
Not much! 
W e fought the best men 
in the world right over those farms 
and through those Chickamauga woods 
and came blamed near being licked, 
too, and we lost in killed, wounded, 
and missing over 2 0 ,0 0 0 men 
o u d of 
the ()0,000 engaged on our side. 
Talk 
about lighting! 
Any man who went 
through the red and llaming hell of 
Chickamauga for two days, as we did, 
saw the liercest, bloodiest battle cf 
modern times. 
That was war! 
Thai 
was what we wef^e there for; and, al­ 
though it was said that the battle of 
Chickamauga was badly managed, we 
weno into the 
glorious charge at 
Mission Uldge, two moaths later, with 
as much cL'lat and as good morale as 
' ever. 


Boys of ’98 tbe Same. 


Sometime?, not oft»?n, I got a hard 
tack that kin I of bowed up in the mid­ 
dle lik3 a tu r tle ’s back, and when 1 bit 
into it I would iind between the corners 
thre«i or four red-headed bugs. 
They 
m ight have been weevil, or Hour bugs 
o r incipient gras-hoppers, or any old 
thing for that matter. I never inquired. 
W^'hat did 1 doV 
I just knocked the 
cracker against my gan barrel.dropped 
the bugs on the ground, and went on 
eating. 
And the boys of 18Ü8 are built 
Just as I was. 
They came of tbe same 
stock. 
Lots of them are the sons of 
the bo .'8 of ’01, and these sons are chips 


of the same old blocks. 
They ran 
stand as much grief, as much hardship, 
as much hunger and fatigue, and us 
much lighting as sve did, and if the 
.S{)anisli war had lanted as lon^» us ours 
did our buys would have boeu as sea­ 
soned SDldiers as we were when we 
came liuiue in ’(I ), 
liut these yellow 
newspapers are discrediting them. <.)ne 
wouUl think that our whole army was a 
gigantic aggregation of KicUers and 
whiners, that they are all sick and 
starved, and crying lo get home to 
h*-ir mammas. 
W hat rot i 
The bi»ys 
ought to run these discreditors out of 
oa.tip. 
It would be a good thing for 
ül.e nselves and the country. 


When 1 was at Mount Sterling, Ky.. 


Í got a li'^tle '*olT my feed.” Our old 
orderly sergeant, “ Dad” English the 
boys familiarly called him, 
noticed 
that t was moping for a day or so, al­ 
though I was on duty just the same. 
One Uay he took me out into the woods 


camp he col­ 
lared me and broKe ouc: 


•‘.See here, young man. 
W hat’s the 
matter o’ yuu?” 


“ Nothing.” was the reply 
“ Nothluii! 
Ves thc.e is. 
1 know 
what's tbe nuitter. 
Vou're homesick. 
Vou want to ^ee your mammy. 
Vaii! 
Pretty boy! 
Now louii nere, 
if 1 see 
any more uf tnis I ’ll take you out in the 
woods ind give you a d—n good lick- 
ing.” 


I believed he would: in fact 1 knew 
he vvoiiiii, uud alilioiigli 1 saw tougli 
times iti eauu> and lielü. and tlie inside 
of soutiiern prisons at Caüuwba, Mil­ 
ie u , Siivaniuiii, IJiacKshear, Thomas- 
viile anil wuiind up the close of the wai 
in Andei-aonvilie, 1 never had an hour*! 
homesickness 
ulterward, 
Nostalgia 
the newspapers call it now. 
Why. if 
old “ Dad" had told me 1 had nostalgia 
1 &iu)uld have fainted. 
1 wasn't afraid 
of iuuiiesieknes.?, but nostalgia would 
have ct'oked me. 


When we we.-e at Danville, Ky., as 
healthy a section ui country as there 
is under the sun, there were during 
the autumn of ISO-several weeks that 
only about- one-tenth of the regim ent 
was lit for duty, 
in my company there 
were at one time only six of us able to 
do duty, and we stood picket one day, 
were on 
fatigue the next, and line 
guard ttie next day, then began with 
picket again. 
W e slept during our 
••four hours olí.” 
That's what we were 
there for. 
We lay on the ground, or 
if we could raid a straw stack we got 
three or four straws apiece and thought 
we were lucky and wrappeo onrselvcs 
in our blanket and slept the »leep of 
the 
just. 
After my 
regitnent 
was 
mounted, in l?^<il{. I carried only one 
Vilanket, and when I was riding 1 useü 
It as a sadille blanket and slept in it ai 
night, uniess we were on the marcii, 
anü 
we 
most generally 
were, 
for 
Wilder and Kilpatrick were uneasy 
Uevils and we ordinarily kept moving, 
hunting up a row with 
the Johnny 
boys. 


l^ajamas! Oh, Lord! 
Once, out at 
Mount aterling. when we were green, 
our tield otlieers put up a job on Us, 
They wanted lo see how. vvu would 
stand a night alarm. 
So, one morning, 
about I o’clock, as we were slumbering 
peace!ully iii our bell tents, the “ long 
roll" sounded. 
Drum Major Needham 
smashed three drum heaüs waking us 
up, and we .scrambled into our clothe» 
and belts, and grabbing our guns were 
out on the color line in three minutes. 
W here would pajamas have been then? 
Kipped up the back, every one of them; 
torn to strips getting them oil! 
P a ja ­ 
mas! Great Scott! 


I never saw a piece of ice while I was 
in the service,except what froze on the 
stagnant water in the swamp in An- 
dersonville while I lay on the sand near 
by with less clothes on than is ordinar­ 
ily worn by a Filipino. 
1 had the 
waistband and about four inches of a 
pair of trousers, and I trotted into 
Jacksonville, Fla., on April 20, 1805, 
after my term of imprisonment, with 
not another stitch on but that, and tbe 
yellow newspapers didn’t make naif as 
inuch fuss about it as they do now if 
they run across a volunteer without 
pajamas, and I made none a t all. 
It 
was part of the war. I took my chances 
and I got my share, good and plenty, 
of what was going. 


Heroes Make No Complaints. 


These newspapers which purport to 
publish letters from soldiers seem to 
have found none except those who have 
been starved to death and w’ho have 
been ill treated in hospitals, until one 
w'ould think that there w^asn’t a man 
left in any camp üt to do guard duty, 
i got three of my men places in the 
4iJth Iowa after 1 learned that there 
was no prospect of the 12th Illinois 
getting out. 
They are at Jacksonville, 
Fla. 
'I'hey write 
letters 
home 
to 
friends in Savanna, but there are no 
complaints. 
I told my fellows w'lien 
we expected to be called out that if I 
discovered any of them writing com 
plaining letters home I w'ould “ pej; 
tnem 
out.” 
if 
anything w’as 
not 
exactly right 1, as the captain of the 
company, was the proper one to com­ 
plain to" and not to some red-tire and 
blue-liame newspaper spacewriter, vs'ho 
would trade on their complaints in 
order to sell a lying sheet, and if 1 could 
not remedy the matter 1 would iind 
someone who could, without letting a 
bloody newspaper have it. 
T here was, 
and is yet, altogether too much newspa­ 
per correspondence in this war, anyhow. 


If Sampson or Schley had accidentally 
or providentially rather, sent a few of 
those piratical newspaper craft down to 
Davy Jones’ locker along with the Viz­ 
caya and the Colon it would have been 
a good thing. 
'Phey were virtually 
useless. There 
was no reliance to 
be placcd in their reports,in any event, 
and nine-tenths 
of their so-calle<i 
“ news” was pure fabrication. 
Tliev 
had papers to sell, and it made no dif­ 
ference to them what means they took 
to sell them, and they sold the public 
as well. 
They have made the heroes 
of Santiago and K1 Caney and of the 
tUiet subjccth of laughter. 
They have 
tried to ini[>ress upon the people at 
home that th< se soldiers and sailors, 
our own good boys, were “ mamma's 
babies,”jind that they had to have jne. 
and chocolate, and pajamas, ard feather 
iieds. ana tooth picks, and bay rum, and 
jelly, and jam, and pickles. These boys 
were all right. 
They are our b(>ys— 
just as good stufi as we old fellow’s of 
‘(>1 were made of, and it really must 
make tne lads feel cheap to have them ­ 
selves howled over and fmjamased and 
lemonaded and jellied as these peanut- 
peddling newspaper people have been 
doing. 


The administration is all right. 
The 
W ar Department is all right. 
The 
army and navv are both all right, if 
these pestiferous pismires would let 
them ai(me. 
That ml-takes may have 
b.H*n made is true, they are unav udable 
under the circum‘-tances 
I wimld have 
made the same myself, ))robably g reat­ 
er ones, but when an htmest man con­ 
siders 
hat the ('nited Slates raised 
an<l equipped an a:*my of 2*»u.0U0 men. a 
navy second to none in the world, 
fought a war through, sunk a whole 
navy, and licked a nation that once 
ruled the world, all inside of four 
months, the criticism of jacksnipe news­ 
paper space-writers seem excessively 
sma 1.

Wherever there aro smokers, niul 
their rAUge is practically cooxtonaivo 
vifch tlie whole earth, tliey have heard 
of Havnua 
nothing of 
Cuba, iiiuy uot even huvo hoard of the 
war between Spain and tlie United 
States or of tho liberation of tho island, 
but moHt assuredly they aro uot igno­ 
rant of tho fact, that iJuba i.s famous for 
itB tobacco. 


Tobacco, next to sugar, has been con- 
lidered ono of tho great wealtlx produ­ 
cers of Cuba. 
Thougli tho fioil of tho is­ 
land generally favors tho production oí 
the weed tho tobacco industry has been 
largely lim ited to the western province 
of tho island, named Pinar del Rio. 
That known all over tho world aa Ha- 


Bat had. thoM ban to the, Intdt 
not eitited at all there w«i another 
oante that would have lesiened the ex­ 
porting capacity of Onba so far as this 
product is concerned. 


On Jan. 15 of the present year all 
Porto Rican tobacco was prohibited en­ 
try into Cuba. 
Previously the greater 
part of the tobacco produced in Porto 
Rico was shipped to Cuba and there 
made into cigars and brand<K^ 
* Ha­ 
vana. ” Some prominent dealers iu this 
country state that the best cigars and 
tobaeco th at have b^en sent from Ha­ 
vana to tho United States during the 
past threo years were Porto Rican. 
As 
a result of this act of the Cuban gov­ 
ernment in its etl’ort to protect its own 
cigars. 
They may knovv/ j tobacco against th at grown in Porto 
tho politie.ul troubles iu | Rica tho price of the latter greatly de­ 
clined, while that produced iu Cuba be-

Tana tobacco is grown on a strip 
of 


oountry called tho Vuelta Abajo, ex­ 
tending from Rio Hondo to Cuyagua- 
tigo and the river JMantua. 
Tho tract 
is of an irregular shape and is about 
80 miles long by 20 wido. Next in value 
to tho tobacco of tho V^uelta Abajo is 
that of Mayari, which grows over an 
extent of 54 miles from Mayari to H ol­ 
guin. Tho tobacco tluit is raised east of 
Havana is called Vuelta Arriba aud is 
of an inferior quíüity. 


Tho Vuelta Abajo brand of tobacco is 
divided into fivo classes. Tho first, cali­ 
dad or libra, is noted for its good color, 
flavor, elasticity and perfection of tlio 
leaves, rendering it desirable for w rap­ 
pers; the second, yujuriado principal, 
or first, has less flavor and is usually of 
a lighter color ; tho third, secundas or 
aeconds, is a shade poorer iu every par­ 
ticular, but is goofl for fillings and in ­ 
ferior wrappere ; tho fourth, torceuas or 
thirds, are usually employed for fill­ 
ings, and tho fifth quality, quartus or 
fourths, are also employed for fillings. 


Tho choicest kind of tobueco is th at 
grown on the banks of the rivers whieli 
are periodically overflowed. Tho vario- 
tios aro called Lo Rio, Rio Hando and 
Pinar del Rio, and tho tobacco is d is­ 
tinguished from all others by tho fine 
sand which is found in tho creases of 
the leaves. 


But littlo if any of this snperior 
brand of tobacco has been exported to 
foreign countries. 
Noarly all of it has 
been sent to Simin either iu bales or 
manufactured into cigars. Thesoaro tho 
real Havanas, of which but few ever 
oome to tho United States unless by 
ivay of Spain. 
Only persons of moro 
than avenige income can afford to smoke 
them, and ^ome, suoh as the royal 
brand smoked by the ozar of Russia, 
cost as much as $1.50 apiece. 
W ith 
Ouba now freo from Spanish dom ina­ 
tion we may hopo beforo long, even 
though 
possessed 
of 
but moderate 
menus, to know something of tho flavor 
of a genuine Havana cigar and expe­ 
rience the acnio of that enjoyment 
monopolized so long by the wealthy 
and titled devotees of tobacco. 


The tobacco crop of Ciiba in 1896, 
previous to the breaking out of the in- 
•urreotion, was estimated at 500,000 
bales of 110 pounds each, or BO, 800 
tons. Of this vast quantity only 388 
bales were exported, aud the remainder 
was manufactured into cigars and oigii- 
lettes iu Havana. The cigars exported iu 
the year mentioned from Cuba num ber­ 
ed 186,914,000 and tobacco leaf UJ,82«J.- 
pounds, or not much moro than 
that exported in 1895. 
This re­ 
markable declino in tho export of un­ 
manufactured tobacco was the result of 
the decree of May, 18U0, forbidding 
tobacco leaf exports except to Spain. 


The value of tho exports of tobacco 
from Cuba to the United States in 
when it reached its maximum since 
1874, as compared w ith that of 1897, is 
as follows; 
Unmanufactured tobaeco, 
1893, 18,940,058; 
1897, 
$¿,300,007; 
manufactured tobacco, 1893, $2.737,- 
030; 1897, 11,971,314. 


This falling oiï in the trade in tobác­ 
eo with this country, though principal­ 
ly owing to tho decree above mentioned, 
was also due iu no slight measure to 
the insurrectiou in Cuba Tho insecuri 
ty of property generally an«] the dostruc 
tion of tobaeco plantations by the iusur- 
gents had, besides tho loss of tobaeeu 
growing and iu storehouses, a disastrous 
•ifeet in rectraining the planters from 
nny attempt at cultivation while such 
, OondiHons of insecurity existed. 


Of €M3urse there are no statistics ob- 
tttiiiablo for the present year, but it is 
quite natural to conclude that the ex 
e 


i of tobaoou from (he island to the 
ted States will be less than in ^he 
preceding. Since then tho interna! 
ilea in Cnba have become stiU moro 
and the reoent blockade of 


came still dearer. 


The culture of tobacco requires the 
richest poKsiblo soil and also peculiari­ 
ties of soil to produce tlio best grades. 
It rapidly exhausts tho land upon 
which it is grown, and perhaps more 
than any other plant requires rich 
manures aud fortilizors. 
Even tho fer­ 
tile soil of Vuolta Abajo in Cuba, 
moro peculiarly suited to tho tobacco 
plant than any other part of tho world, 
finally became exhausted, and the plant­ 
ers have for years been compelled to use 
strong fertilizers, such as guano aud 
house refuge, to produce a good crop. 


A few facts relative to tho growing 
of tobacco iu Cuba nmy prove interest­ 
ing. From an aero of ground about 300 
pounds of tobaeco are usually produced. 
The seed requisite for this space of 
ground could bo contaiued in an ordi­ 
nary thimble, but as mnch of this 
would never germinate owing to being 
covered too deeply iu tho soil aiul frora 
other causes a larger quantity would re­ 
quire to bo sown. After sowing tho seed 
beds receive the closest atteution, and 
wlien the plants are four inches high 
they are transplanted. 
From 4,000 to 
7,000 plants are allowed to the acre. 
Various 
insects 
attack 
tho tobacco 
plant, but the most destructive is a 
largo greon worm, tho larva? of a sphinx. 
Leaves of tho plants which touch tho 
ground and become broken or soiled aro 
generolly removed, but some Cuban 
planters euro all tho leaves and put the 
poor ones by themselves. 
Tho plants 
aro never perm itted to bloom, and their 
upward growth is prevented by break­ 
ing otV the end of tho stem. This process 
has tho effect of increasing the develop­ 
ment of the lower leaves. The m aturity 
of tho crop is judged of by tho color and 
consistency of the leaf, and tho plant* 
ers njueh prefer to have tho plants cut 
too green than overripe. 
Cuttiug is 
Kometinutf) done as soon as tho dew is 
off in the m oruiug and tho tobacco is 
housed as soon as it is wilted. Others 
cut in the afternoon and house the next 
morning. 
Tobacco plantations in Cuba 
have largo buildings for curing the 
leaves, which are designed w ith special 
reference to veutilatiou. 


W hen quite cured, tho tobacco is 
stripped, and in this ojienitlou the 
Ifaves aro as.sorted into four (lualities. 
When the stripper gets enough leaves 
to weigh about a quarter of a pound, he 
binds them together by meaiiH of anoth­ 
er leaf. Up to this stage tho toUicco is 
simply the dried leaves w ithout the 
aroma and other qualities for which it 
is esteemed. 
These are only developed 
after it has undergone a process of fer­ 
mentation, to effect which the leaves 
aro bulked. 


It is to bo feared th at m ost of the 
cigars sold as Havana do uot contain 
any Vuelta Aba jo tobacco, or at least 
only the remains of the bad leaves. 
Cigar making has reached suoh a de- 
l<iee of perfection iu this country that 
it is extremely difficult to distinguish 
tho imported cigar from tho domestic 
unless by trying it, and even then not 
rarely even connoisseurs cannot tell the 
difference. 


Tho Seville niauufactory in Spain has 
Acquired a European reputation for 
making high priced cigars and produces 
an article equal iu appearance and al' 
most as goo<l as the finest Havana.

Th« UeliogrM|ih. 


W ith all its superiority in distances 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliun(;o. 
A pas.sing cloud is sutllcient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per­ 
haps iu the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible tho 
rays from tho largest mirror, so th at a t 
any tim e w ithout a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 


It is not known th at tho beliographic 
sj’steni has ever been in use on ship­ 
board. and tho sea .service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmo.spheres. 
For night service at sea tho flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchliglit thrown up on the sky has 
proved effective 
for 
communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
pKjmoutory nine miles in width opened 
communication w ith each other by 
means of dot and dash flushes on the 
sky from their searchlights.—Lippin* 
cott’s.

Mr. Gladstone began as the defender 
of tho Irish church; he ended by de­ 
molishing it. No ono ever opposed moro 
vehemently tho extension of British in­ 
fluence in Egypt, but it was under his 
government we bombarded the Alexan- 
rian forts, fougiU the buttle of Tol-ol- 
Cebir and reduced Egypt to tho condi- 
ion of a B ritish satrapy. 
Ho was the 
iiost conspicuous advocate of peace 
w ith Russia when Lord Beaconsileld 
was in otlice, until Constantinople was 
iu danger. 
Fivo years later he left 
oftlce, after having brought us to the 
very verge of war w ith Russia for the 
sake of Ponjdeh 
One year he clapped 
Mr. Parnell into prison, tho next he 
proposed to make over to him the gov­ 
ernm ent of Ireland, and then again he 
deposed him from the leadersliip. 
Yet 
he was always consiBtent aud anxious 
for his consistency. Circumstances alter 
cases, and Mr. Gladstone was not above 
being taught by events.— W. T. Stead 
in Review of Reviews.
